INCOME TAX BILL. a 
Mr Pirr moved the order of the day for going into 
a Committee, in ordet to take this bill into farther con¢ 
fideration. a ‘ 
Sir Jour Sincr arg obferved, that if it was neceflary 
to raife the fupplies. or any part of them, within the 
year, and that property. was the true criterion of con- 
tribution, the queftion would be,. Whether it was better 
fo impofe it on the capital or on income? In his opt- 
» nion, the right mode would be to raife part on the one 
and part on the other, fo thar the man poffefled of both, 
though he paid molt, would pay but his due proportion, 
He put the. gafes of two perfons, one of whom receives 
an income of 6col. a-year fram the profeffion of the 
law, and the other a fimilar fum annually ‘from his di- 
vidends in the funds. By, this tax the poor unfortunate 
lawyer’s income is diminitked 6ol. whereas the ftock- 
holdery by flling.out a trifles lofes but 5]. or 6!. The 
tax, therefore, he contended, in order to be fair, ought 
certainly to be blended. As to the fpecific plan pro- 
sofed, he muft obferve, that in the able and elaborate 
Beech of the Minifter, he went upon antiquated autho- 
rity and modern gutffes,’not upon fixed data, as did 
the Board of Agriculture. The, national income was 
{tated'to be one hundred millions annually ; and the point 
to be confidered was, whether the people could. afford 
‘to pay rol. per cent. out of it, ia addition to their o- 
ther taxes? There were three claffes to be affected by 
ite-r{t, the mifers that had already faved—2d, thofe 
who had not faved hitherto, but would do fo in future— 
3d, thofe who have not, who-wi'l not, or who cannot 
fave. The means of the mifer, he found, could not be 
afcertained ; but fuppoling there-be three thoufand mi- 
(n in this country, aed*their income to be three mil- 
ion#annually, the produce of their tenth to the revenue 
would be no more than 300,0coh The fecond clafs, 
_of thofe who. would ‘naw begin ‘to fave, he believed 
“would be very numerous; but the revenue muit propor- 
otionably faffer by thofefavings in’ its’ Excife ‘and Cu- 
“ftom? “As to the third clafe, which will not or cannot 
“fave, chey muft either take the tax out of their capital, 
sor borrow the money, and pay it as they can. We 
vhad no right; he thought, to tax’ Irith or Welt India 
“property, except for the protection of Ireland or the 
Wet Indies, as thefe countries themfelves alfo taxed the 
property they contained. ‘Though he oppofed this mea- 
ee he did mot think himfelf bound to propofe any 
fubltitute, ‘bat he thought the beft method would be to 
appoint a Select.Committee to confider of a better plan ;. 
and he fuggelted that a great part of the fum might be 
raifed by economical arrangements. He objected to it 
alfo as being a refuurce for the profufion. of ‘the public 
monty, and wagiug perpetual war, ‘ 
Mr Simeon acknowledged that the prefent, like eve- 
‘ry other meafure of taxation, was liable. to many ob- 
jections. He had oppofed the Contribution A& of 
‘faft year, but he now exprefied his fatistaction at its 
‘having paffed, as it ferved to ripen the public mind, and 
-reconcile it to the burthens neceflary to be fultained. He 
would difmifs al! thofe obfervations calculated to inflame 
"the country.againit it, and confider, in the firit place, 
whether or not this meafuré was preferable to funding 
the whole of the fupplies? He would not quarrel with 
that inndcent hofpitality which.corporations difplayed 
wnce or twice evéry year, and he hoped the time would 
never arrive, when corporation. or church lands 
fhould be peculiarly marked out as fit objeéis of 
‘taxation and fources of public revenue. It was an er- 
‘ror to fuppofe that the evil to-be complained of, ‘Jay 
in the arrangement of the objects of taxation, in their 
collegtion, or even in the taxes themfelves.—The evil 
“was in the war, which was, forced upon us by an ap- 
“grefion which we could not help, and for the exigen- 
cies of which, it was therefore incumbent upon us to 
“provide. Ifa loan’ was made for the whole fum, a 
“much greater quantity of new taxes muft unavoidably 
“be impofed, and thefe; by touching ¢6afumption, would 
sbe-more felt by the lower order of the people than the 
‘tax’ upon income, which did not reach aoy:man who did 
hot poffefs Gol.a year, He highly difapproved: of that 
‘inflammatory mode of expreflioa which fome Gentle 
men thoaght proper to apply to this meafure, as if the 
Commiffioners, were _invelted with an’~ inquifitoria! 
power, and that the furveyors were to be all fpies.— 
‘fde thought this a favourable crifis for carrying the 
meafure into effect. If the rejeftion of the meafure 
would be to fpread defpondency through the Powers of 
the Continent, to have our fhips laid up in ordinary, 
ywhile the feas were open to the veffels of the enemy ; 
if-its failare- would damp the martial ardour of the coun- 
“try, it was the duty of the Houfe to. adopt it without 
“delay. For his 6wn part, being convinced that its a- 
doption would be produtive of advantages as great as 
-thedifadvantages with which its reje@ion would be 
pregnant, he would cordially give it his fupport. 
' Mr M. A. Taytor pledged himfelf thould. the 
‘Houfe confent to a recommitment of the Bill, to bring 
forward fuch amendments as would be worthy of their 
attention. He agreed that the tax of alt year had 
been shamefully and fcandaloufly evaded. He fpoke 
freely and ‘confcientioufly when he. made this obferva- 
tion; for he was one of thofe, however neceflary he 
-might fee a reform in. Parliament, and in the expendi- 
ture of the public money, who thought, when an act 
paffed'the Legiflature, the greatelt attention ought to be 
‘paid 6 its, fair and legal opération.—He was one of 
thofe who coincided with the late Mr John Lee, his, 
very worthy friend, that-as foon as a law received the 
fanction of the. Legiflatare, the public ought not to be 
“cheated of one farthing. By the operations: of the bill, 
~eenceatment or fecrecy was, he contended, impoffible ; 
and he réprobated the idea of being Ieft to the mercy 
fof Any commiflioner, however fair or honourable in his 
,condud. . Mr Taylor thet wen into a variety of cal- 
, culations to prove that there were fome defcriptions of 
a.véry inferior income, who would pay by the bill, as 
“it now ftoed,. 35 and even 40 per cent. It operated 
-asa check to commercial vigour and active indu(try. 
Thofe who itcod forward as the advocates of this act, 
oaght to réflect on the caufes which chiefly produced 
‘the late diltraGiions in Ircland. ‘I'he fanie caufe might 
‘here a!fo produce fimilar effects. This aét might drive. 
the landed proprietor to expend his money in tuwn, be- 
caufe he would be unable to keep up his ufual eftablith- 
ment in the country.—The defertion of Ireland by the 
great landed proprictors had greatly tended to produce 
all the mifchiefs whi¢h>it bad fately unhappily expe- 
rienced ;'and he hoped that Gentlemen on this 
water would profit by the example. He thought it his 
duty to give his negative to the bill, 
"The Sonictror GenerAt believed, that the con- 
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raifing the fupplies within the year wag. ngw pretty ge- 
nerally admitted; and it fhould be recollected, that 
borrowing was.a new method of providing for the cur- 
rent expences, whereas the cultom of doing it by fup- 
ply was of preat antiquity. The reafon of this was ob- 
vious. In former reigns, it had becn’ always difficult to 
borrow money by loan. The queftion now was, Whe- 
ther it would not-be prudent/to check the fundirg fy- 
{tem for a time, by railing the fupplies within the year, 
and providing for the payment of the national debt. 
He vindicated the defcending fcale of taxation. He 
confidered a tax upon income as much fairer than a tax 
upon property ; and, as to what had been faid of tax- 
ing expenditure inftead of income, he thould merely 
remark, that the contributions towards poors rates, &c. 
were taxes on income. With refpect to a tax upon ca- 
pital, this had been attempted in the reign of Queen 
Anne, but was found productive of great inequalities 5 
and although the provifions of this act were much more 
objectionable than thofe of the bill that evening under 
difcuffion, it was not thought unconttitutional, being a- 
bandoned merely becaufe it was found ineffectual. It 
was certainly true that inequalities would arife under 
the prefent meafure ; but how in any {cheme of finance 
were thefe to be entirely avoided? Much had been urged 
refpesting the prefumed injuftice to the man who derives 
his income from his induttry, and another, who derives 
it from lands ; but the value of money would every day 
be increafing, according to the advancing wifdom of the 
‘manner of employing it. ‘The objection ta the appoint- 
ment of Commiflioners he fhould anfwer by making the 
fuppofition that perfons met to tax themfelves ; who 
would they chufe to be their fpecial affeffors? He be- 
lieved they would be taken from the clafles chofen by 
this bill. It had been faid, that the people could not 
bear the tax. Laft year had proved the contrary ; for 
many country geatlemen had voluntarily affeffed them- 
felves more than one-tenth of their income; and thofe 
who had not paid at this rate, or who had evaded it, 
were not perfons who could not pay;.on the contrary, 
they were in general wealthy individuals. Thus would 
the tax be rather a relief to fome, whilft it would ren- 
der evafion difficult to others. Under thefe circum- 
ftances, it was with no fmall pleafure that he fupported 
the motion. 

Sir’Wirttam YounG confidered the prefent de- 

mand upon the people of England juttified by the. necef- 
fity there was of continuing a war, that he hoped would 
ultimately terminate in reprefling and limiting ‘the inor- 
dinate ambition of a power the moft audacious and ty- 
rannical that ever exifted in the world. It was necef- 
fary ‘that the people fhould know what was to be done 
with their money; and, joined to its affording the nreans 
of perfevering in the conteft, the'fcheme of finance before 
the Houfé would, he hoped, operate powerfully on the 
funding fyftem, which might otherwife grow extenfive 
enough to prove irreparably injurious to a commercial 
He could. not fee'that any difclofure of their 
property to which men would be. liable by the.. bill, 
could much or generally fajure even the trader and f{pe- 
culator ; and with refpeét to fome fears which had been 
ftated, that thé tax would occafion the emigration of 
gur colonifts, he (who had property in the Weft Indies 
and America) could affure the Houfe, that not a bond, 
bill, or other valuable document, can be-executed. in the 
colonies without being “regiftered, whence would ap- 
pear the utter impractability of evading the tax. And 
furely the colenifts, beyond all others, could leaft com- 
plain of any tax, the.obje& of which fhould be general 
detence, as what defended England would in effect de- 
fend them. ; . 
Here he was glad tooremark, that owing to the vigi- 
lance of the flects and cruifers of the parent country, the 
colonies were, at the time of the.date of the laft letters, 
in.a itate of calm-and profound peace, and enjoyed a 
higher {tate of profperity than before the war. He 
thought it indecent to call the power of the Commif- 
fioners an inquifitorial power; it was only a power of 
enquiry, and this fubject to limitations, that ought to 
quiet every honeft mind. - This meafure, like every o- 
ther, was to be judgedby comparifon ; and there were but 
two ways in collecting and raifing a great tax—by force 
aud contribution. The Jaft was the one now reforted 
to, and he need not fay the beft. Uniil, therefore, 
fome lefs exceptionable mode of carrying the bill into} 
effect could be devifed, he would heartilly fupport it. 





Mr Ettson warmly fupported the bill. 

Sir Fran. Barine thought the prefenttax more li- 
able to evafion than the tax of laft year, and therefore 
objected to it. For he was convinced that a taX on in- 
come might in many ways be evaded, while the crite- 
rion of the other was certain and tried. Still this tax 
could more eafily be evaded than one upon capital, and 
the reafon was, that every man in trade might now di- 
minifh his income by adding it to his capital. Where 
the man of large fortune could be reached, he thought it 
right that a proportionate tax fhould’be impofed, but 
where mens fortunes could not be reached, without 
great difficulty, perhaps enquiry ought to be avoided. — 
The creative talents of the country called particularly 
for protection in this cafe— the talents he meant, by 
which men in their exertion procured means of fub- 
fiftence, not only for themfelves but for. thoufands of 
dependant beings that furround them. When he ac- 
quires capital, let fuch a man be taxed, but in the-frlt 
inftance let his talents be cherifhed. He did not fee 
how it was poffible, ifa fareharge were made, to avoid 
the examination of mens books; but he could affure 
the Houfe, that it would take Commiffioners fix months 
at lealt to come to the bottom of fome merchants’ books. 
But it was not, he'thought, poflible to prevent evafion 
in the commercial world. For every man engaged in 
extenfive commerce, indeed almoft all merchants only 
entrufted to their clerks to poft up ard carry on their 
accounts from year to year, where the employer diffects 
every account or calculation fo find his profits. 

This he at prefent would carry to a feparate account ; 
but the prefeat tax might teach him to add his profits 
to his capital, fo that he may make his income what he 
pleafes, manufacturers and traders could {till more fuc- 
ceflively evade the tax. They fet down the value of 
every piece of goods they poffefs, and would not every 
man undervalue ? The income of the ftockholder was 
alfo precarious, and this tax would bear particularly 
hard upon him. Io this opinion, the idea of the tax 
had been taken from the Dutch, who had never requir- 
ed an oath, but the Englifh merchants would by this bill 
be required to give multiplied oaths. 

Mr Wa. Smite obferved, that a meafure of fuch 
importance, if intended to be carried through, as he 
underitood, in four or five days, could not poffibly re- 
ceive that tempered and deliberate difcuflion which is

certainly demanded.’ Hon. Gentlemen might think 
they did their duty by acceding to difpatch, but their

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objection was not to the princ ple of the bill, if that 
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was to raife the fupplies within the year, and if the fum 


was to be ten millions; fo far the meafure was wile.— 
Burin this he confidered himfelf as making no concei- 
fion. This bill, profeffedly brought in to affefs men 
equally, is to make no diftinétion between the mas of 
certain, and of fluctuating. incame ; between the ingluf- 
trious and the idle; it is a {weeping bill that muft bear 
down all ranks and degrees of men before it. 

He fhould be glad to know, whether a man of 5ool. 
a year, who fhould fpend his fortune in bed, was to be 
taxed only at the rate the tax will bear on a mercnant 






of the fame income? Ifequally, it mult be a tax on 
induftry, while it will give a bounty to indolen e—Tin 
the cafe of perfons who have Exchequer Annuities, 
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they could, perhaps, get only three or four 
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chafe, while a man whofe income was derived from 
land would get 25 years purchafe, Toa: a of sccl. 
a year, the difference arifing in this would be immenie. 
Suppofing again, a man having an eftate of s0o!. a year 
entailed, which he could not fell and divide among his 
children, but willing to make fome provifion for them 
from his favings, if he lays by 4ool. he is liable to this 
tax. This and other topics would, he hoped, be dif- 
culled fully, if the bill fhould go to a Committee, where 
it would occur to the Houfe that fome regulation fhould 
be made more fairly to aflefs the‘income of the man who 
does nothing for the {taté and the man who does— be- 
tween the bee and the drone—the rich man and the 
poor. 

He read fome extraéts from a book of a namefake of 
his, Adam Smith,—‘ Capitation ‘T'axes,’ fays that au- 
thor, * if you attempt to proportion them to the income 
of men, become altogether arbitrary, and fhould be re- 
viewed once a-year, as the affeflment depends on the 
humour of the afleffors ; and, without this, would be- 
come an inquifition’ more intolerable than the tax it- 
felf.’"——It might be faid that no difclofure is required ex- 
cept where it-is fufpected that a man has under-rated his 
income. But he thought that to anfwer thus, were to 
add injury to infult. 

“Tt had been faid, the people could not fupport the 
tax. He did not know’ what they could fupport ; but 
certainly they had fupported a great deal. But he fin- 
cerely hoped the people of. England were not able’ or- 
willing to fupport it. (A cry of hear! hear!) He would 
explain himfelf. He repeated it. He hoped the people 
of England were neither able nor willing to fupport an 
inquifition into their moft fecret affairs, to have the 
fources of their credit; the relics of their independence, 
pollutec and profaned*by a band of affeffors marthalled 
in the fervice of a prodigal adminiftration. If they 
could endure all this, cheir {pirit muft indegd be broken, 
and they could not be qualified to make any other re- 
filtance.x—Mr Smith made fome obfervations, confirming 
the {tatements of Sir Francis Baring, as to the mode of 
taxation among the Dutch. 

He then proceeded to remark on the bufinefs of the 
Surveyors in detecting evaGous of the tax.—With re- 
gard t6 the three preceding years profits being made the 
average e(timate of income arifing from trade, there was 
nothing more common than for men to go on for a long 
time io a ftate of infolvency, and at the fame time'to 
make confiderable profits in trade. Aon inftance of the 
kind happened lately :—a very large houfe had failed, af 
ter having been, as it appeared, many years infolvent.— 
The profits of this houfe, notwith{tanding its infolven- 


Heyywould by this bill, if it had exilted at the time, been 
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eltimated at soo0ol. a year. 
tax of sool. ayear have been paid, whether by this 
houfe or its creditors. There were alfo many perfons 
in fmaller trades, who could not reckon the profits of 
their trade. Thefe perfons were obliged to add fome- 
thing from their income to their capital, Which was fome- 
times very fmall, and perhaps the greateft part of it bor 
rowed. Was there any thing in the world. fo clear or 
palpable as the inequality of two perfons receiving an e- 
qual income, one from a landed eftate, thé other from 
trade. He faid he had lately-looked at a lilt of gentle- 
men Who had adopted certain refolutions at the Man- 
fion-houfe.. Taking them as a body, they were refpect- 
able men, though there were fome /cabby /hecp among 
them.. He meant td fay, that many of thofe Gentle- 
men were men of probity and character, but he believed 
that fome might have been actuated by improper mo- 
tives ; but fure he was, that a large majority of ‘them 
were in the habit of making, by contracts and by loans, 
fo long-as the war continued, profits enough to pay all 
their taxes. He would not fay that this was the ruling 
motive for the late conduét of. the majority of thoie 
Gentlemen ; but this he would maintain, that when a 
mar was in a fituation in which he found no inconve- 
nience from the continuance of any meafure, he would 
be lefseager to put a {top to it than if he fhould be bur- 
thened by it. 

Mr Duspas obferyed, that the principle of the bill 
being generally admitted, it would be more orderly and 
confiftent to let it go to the Committee, as* any objec- 
tions to the detailed claufes would then come forward in 
a regular manner. 

-Mr Pitt made a moft animated reply to the arguments 
urged againit the bill. It is fame fatisfafion to me 
(faid Mr Pitt), that I have no reafon to think any 
other Gentleman objects to the principle of the bill, but 
the Hon. Baronet who opened the debate. I have con- 
fequently to oppofe on that gronnd, but one folitary an- 
tagonift, [a general laugh] and I mutt fay, that howe- 
ver great that Honourable Gentleman’s authority may be, 
he has not {tated one fingle argument in fupport of his 
oppofition. Other gentlemen who are liberal enough 
to admit the propriety of adopting the principle of 
raifing the fupplies, or a confiderable portion of them
